The stairs! "Oh, no," the 


shopper groaned, "my pock- 
et's been picked." 


This helpless, embarrass- 


ing lament is being repeated 
all across the nation this 
December. 
For while the 


streets are crowded with the 
annual c o n s u m e r orgy, 
thousands of pesky pickpock- 
ets are taking advantage. 


Pocket picking is, accord- 


ing to police records, one of 
the f a s t e s t growing of 
crimes. 
The FBI reports 


such pilfering has increased 
55 per cent since 1960 and 
the average monetary loss 
is $90 per pick. In New York 
City alone, police estimate 
there are as many as 900 
such heists a month. 


The situation reaches its 


zenith d u r i n g Christmas 
when, police say, the rush 
and crush of buying makes 
things much easier for sneak 
thieves. 


"Shoppers are off guard," 


says Sgt. Eli Elyshevits, an 
18-year New York City police 
v e t e r a n . "They are in a 
hurry. 
They are harried. 


And in many cases they are 
c a r r y i n g large sums of 
money." In short, they are 
ripe targets. 


Elyshevitz says p o c k e t 


pickers are among the most 
skilled and habitual of crim- 
inals. He says most of them 
choose a method of opera- 
tion, practice it to perfec- 
tion and then pull it off the 
same way time and again.

The sitter. This thief sits 


next to a man or woman on 
a train or bus. He keeps 
one hand on his knee, in full 
view. With the other hand 
he reaches around his own

Ice hockey is probably the 


fastest game in the world 
and high school hockey now 
draws larger crowds than 
high school basketball. Its 
hazards—the flying puck, the 
hockey stick, sharp skate 
blades, falls and collisions 
with other players, walls and 
goal posts—are largely pre- 
ventable. 


All players should wear a 


helmet that is stiff on the 
outside and well-padded on 
the inside. There are two 
types of mouth guard—those 
worn inside ana those worn 
outside the mouth. The for- 
mer offer the best protection 
and in the newer designs are 
comfortable and inconspicu- 
ous but they must be care- 
fully molded to the wearer's 
mouth. The goalie should 
wear a complete face mask. 


Each player should have a 


vest that protects his chest, 
shoulders and upper arms. 
Shin guards should be rein- 
forced at the knees. Elbow 
pads are essential and spe- 
cial pants should provide 
added protection to the hips, 
kidjjeys, lower spine and 
thighs. A s p e c i a l metal 
guard for the genital area 
is also necessary. Heavy 
gloves complete the ward- 
robe. 
Every boy who intends to 
play hockey must keep him- 
self in top physical condition 
by d^Uy running to develop 
his wind, skating to exercise 
his legs and such calisthen- 
ics as are recommended by 


the coach to strengthen his 
back. 


If a player is stunned even 


slightly during a game he 
should be removed until his 
injury can be properly eval- 
uated. A simple test is to ask 
him the date, the score and 
the name of the opposing 
team. If he gives the correct 
answers promptly and has 
no headache he can safely 
be returned to the game. If 
he has completely lost con- 
sciousness 
he m u s t be 


watched for 24 hours, pre- 
ferably in a hospital. 


If your son wants to make 


the team, don't try to dis- 
suade him but insist that he 
use the best and latest de- 
vices. After all, hockey does 
build strong bodies and the 
quick decisions that must be 
made during a game develop 
mental alertness.

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Astronauts 
Are Near 
Moon Gravity

(AP) — The bold adventurers of 
Apollo 8 sped ever closer to the 
moon today and reported they 
are ready to blast themselves 
into lunar orbit early Tues- 
day, fulfilling man's centuries- 
old desire to explore this myste- 
rious body. 


As the spaceship flew uner- 


ringly toward the grip of lunar 
gravity, commander Frank Bor- 
man reported the astronauts 
were healthy and eager to make 
their Christmas Eve orbit of the 
moon. 


More than 180,000 miles from 


his home planet and nearly 
50,000 miles from the moon, 
Borman reported: 


"We're 
looking ahead, of 


course, to tomorrow, when we'll 
be just 60 miles from the 
moon." 


But he emphasized he would 


not commit his ship to a lunar 
orbit unless he was satisfied ev- 
erything was perfect. 


"I hope you have everyone • 


looking over everything very 
carefully," Borman told Mission 
Control. "We want a perfect 
spacecraft before we consider 
the LOIburn." 


LOI stands for lunar orbit In- 


sertion—the moment when the 
astronauts fire their engine to 
brake their speed sufficiently to 
enter moon orbit. 


That critical engine burn Is to 


occur early T u e s d a y when 
Apollo 8 is behind the moon, out 
of radio communication with 
earth. It will be about IS min- 
utes after the firing, when the 
snip emerges from the back- 
side, before the ground will 
know the success of the maneu- 
ver.

club as some of his men were. 


"Commencing with the week 


before last, we went througffthe 
most concentrated form, of ter- 
ror 'that I've, ever,,. 


they were toisfl^ brutal with no 
mercy of any kind. They were 
done for one purpose and that, 
was to terrify people. I had 
about half of the crew last week 
beaten badly. There are still 
many people In the crew today 
who have carried black eyes 
and bruised ribs. I had one man 
last week 
(who was) beten 


with a ffour by four ftimber). 


"I think that there are many 


in my crew who are In very bad 
physical condition and just from 
i nutritional point of view. 


"The bruises and that sort of 


thing T think are going to heal 
up quickly," Bucher said.

ber of the club. 


The suit said Rogers was shot 


fatally by Moring while the de- 
fendants,

commissioned 


deputy sheriffs in Desha County, 
were attempting to arrest Rog- 
ers for trespassing. 


The suit said the defendants 


refused to tell Rogers why he 
was being arrested, that the 
fatal shot was unprovoked and 
that after it was fired the de- 
fendants "proceeded to smoke 
cigars and drink pop cola" be- 
fore taking Rogers to a hospital.
